Tho history of the Indian National Congress is, mmorc ways 
than one, a lustorj of the Indian Nation in its struggle for freedom 
Before 1D17, the Indian National Congress was engaged in a life and 
death struggle for the achievement of India’s political freedom against 
foreign domination After Independence, the Congress has been 
engaged, in the even more important task of bringing about social 
and economic freedom to the millions of our people With tho 
history of tho Congress, therefore, is intertwined the history of 
aspirations, sacrifices and achievements of the Indian people 

Dr Jagdish Saron Sharma has taken pains to prepare o 
descriptive bibliography of all literature available regarding tho 
activities of the Indian National Congress since its very inception 
He has made an objective 6tudy of this literature with a view to 
furnish in a concise manner all tho essential material for research 
work in connection with our national movement Tho Descriptive 
Bibliography prepared by Dr Sharma provides a detailed chronology 
of significant events in tho evolution of the Indian National Congress 
and furnishes an nuthontativo reference source book It can also 
provide ready answers to questions regarding tho social, economic, 
political, cultural, educational and constitutional aspects of tho 
Congress Organization 

The pages that follow show how tho strugglo was unfolding 
itself and simultaneously the mass consciousness It also shows tho 
evolutionary stages through which the people and their leadership 
has passed— from petitioning to criticism, from criticism to resistance 
and from resistance to revolt— to final success And all this was 
achieved without hatred or contempt It is at onco a history of 
tho organization as a history of a clean popular strugglo fought 
peacefully, yet with signal determination and courago 
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Dr Sharma has rendered valuable service to tbe cause of 
Indian National Movement by preparing this Bibliography m great 
details The total number of entries included m this study is 9135.

PREFACE 


Dr Jagdish Satan Slmrnvv has taken great pains to compile a 
Descriptive Bibliography of the Indian National Congress from its 
inception on December 2S f I8S5 to tho end of December, I93S The 
Bibliography contains detailed nfeicnces to all tho important 
literature written about the Indian National Congress by its oflico 
bearers and other National leaders ns well as friends and critics of 
India abroad Tho Bibliography aho pro\ idea a detailed chrono 
logy of important events in the development of tl»o Indian National 
Congress during tho last 73 years 

To begin with, tho Indian National Congress did vahiablo 
work in creating social contacts among tho educated Indians and 
Englishmen Later, under tlio Presidentship of Dadablioy Naoroji, 
the grand old man of India, the Congress placed before tho Indian 
people the idea of Homo Rule or Swaraj This concept of Homo 
Rule gradually developed into the proposal for tho grant of 
Dominion Status The idea of political freedom ultimately flowered 
into the poignant desire for complcto independence The Congress 
which started as an organisation mainly for tho intellectuals and 
educated people gradually dov eloped into a mass organisation 
tinder the leadership of Lohamanya Tilak and Mahatma Gandhi 

In tho beginning, Gandluji tried to co opornto with tho 
Britishers during World War I m order to gam political freedom 
for India through tho process of tho conversion of tho heart But 
tho enactment of tho Rowlett Bills and tho Jalianwala Bagh tragedy 
sorely disappointed him and tho people of India These events 
gave birth to the Satyagraha Movement m 1910 AH the elements 
m Indian public life, including tho Muslims, joined bands with 
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Gandhiji in Ins heroic struggle against foreign domination Ten 
years later followed the Civil Disobedience Movement arising out 
of the Salt Satyagralia After a decade, Gandhiji raised the slogan 
of ‘Quit India’ in Ins “Do or Die” Mission. In 1947 Gandhiji 
succeeded in winning complete independence for the country 
through his techniques of peaceful and non-violent methods 
History shows no parallel for India’s freedom struggle in which 
unarmed people succeeded in gaming independence without violence 
or bloodshed 

After the achievement of political freedom in 1947, the Indian 
National Congress assumed the responsibility of carrying on the 
administration of the country at the Centre and in the States It 
pledged itself to the well-being and advancement of the people of 
India and establishment by peaceful and legitimate means of a 
Co operative Commonn ealth based on equality of opportunity and 
of political, economic and social rights and aiming at world peace 
and fellowship At the Avacli session of the Congress, the Nation 
adopted a resolution on the socialist pattern of society, which gave a 
new hope to tho country 

Thus the history of the Indiin National Congress is closely 
inter related to the history of the aspirations of the Indian people 
for political as well as social and economic freedom The Biblio 
graphy prepared by Dr Sharma will, doubtless, be an invaluable 
guide to all students and research scholars of the history of Indian 
freedom It is a first publication of its hind and Dr. Sharma 
deserves our warm congratulations for this very valuable public 
cation

INTRODUCTION 


The scicnco of Descriptive Bibliography is a type of scholar- 
ship that may be described as ‘ pure* *, demanding exacting 
standards of accuracy of work and detail It pros ides for the 
requirements of libraries research institutions and collectors, and 
senes ns ft permanent repository not merely of the important, but 
of the relatively complete facts about a peison or nn mstitu 
tion A bibliography is essentially a book of ready and scientific 
reference for literary students, research workers and compilers 
Being the foundation for literary history, a bibliography may indeed 
be literary history itself When it is closely analytic, it serves as 
the basis for textual and literary criticism and ns a text book in the 
science of bibliographical investigation 

The bibliographical tradition is not so firmly established in 
India, ns it is m the USA .USSR, the U K and Europe against 
tho background of our vast literary wealth we lag far behind m 
this sphere of schollislup The importance of bibliographies is 
mostly understood in countries where there nro large and well- 
organized libraries acting as centres of research and scholarship 
In India we are yet to transform the institution of libraries into 
instruments of mass education After India achieved Independence, 
encouragement, albeit inadequate is being gi\cn to literary move 
ment and literary research It is of this Tost Independence literary 
and Library movement that I a humble worker After having 
presented to renders Descriptive Bibliographies on Mahatma Gandhi , 
Jauahartal A chru, I inoba Bhave and the A ICC Circulars, am 
taking this opportunity of presenting to them, as objectively, 
faithfully nnd sincerely ns possible, a Dcscnptnc Bibliography on 
India’s struggle for Freedom It is said that ‘there is no such thing 
as complete objectivity, especially m human relations and we dcludo 
oursclv cs when w c pretend that there is” Howev er, I completely agree 
that detachment must always bo tho aim of a bibliographer In 
the light of this dictum I have tried my* best during tho course of 
this study to he as objective and non partisan as possible 

II. Origin and Development ofthis Work 

The idea of compiling tins bibliography for the first time occur- 
red to me on October 2, 1D4S, when in the Library Scicnco Study 
Hall at the University of Michigan, USA, I was reading George 
Schneider s " Theory mid History of Bibliographies " 1 already 

could foresee that this being an ambitious project, cannot be material 
lzed until I mnko single minded and constant efforts for years 
However, during my stay in tho USA, UK and Europe, I con

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turned to collect mateml from whatever source I could get On my 
return back home fortunately enough I could get an opportunity ot 
joining m 1955, the All India Congress Committee Ofhce, as their 
Research Officer and Librarian. This office being the nerve centre ot 
India’s struggle for freedom nearly for 73 years I got a chance ot 
reading all the available reports of the Annual Sessions of tlio Con 
gress, Reports of the General Secretaries, Welcome Addresses of the 
Chairmen of Reception Committees of the Annual Sessions of the 
Congress, Resolutions Circulars Books, Part of Books, Pamphlets and 
other related material on the National Movement I objectively and 
faithfully annotated and classified them under the Subject Headings 
suitable for tins kind of study It took me more than two years at 
the Banaraa Hindu University to revise the first draft of the Manu 
script and to prepare the final copy for the Press 


III. Objectives of this Study 

The purpose of this highly selected and Descriptive Bibliogra- 
phy is fourfold 

(») To make an objective study of the literature written about 
the Indian National Congress, either by its Presidents, 
Geneial Secretaries, eminent Officials and leaders or by its 
critics in India and abroad, between December 28, 1885, 
the day its First Session was held m Bombay— and 
December, 1958 


(tt) To place before readers an objective anal} sis of the litera 
ture written on India s Struggle for Freedom, by the emi- 
nent leaders of various political part es and social mstitu 
Irons which either supported or criticised the stand of the 
Congress right from his very inception to date 

(m) To provide a detailed Chronology of such significant events 
in the history of India’s struggle for Freedom winch might 
help scholars in writing a history of the various aspects of 
this non violent movement for Independence 

(u>) To furnish an authoritative and reliable Ready Reference 
source book compiled according to the latest bibliographi- 
cal techniques which can answer questions regarding the 
social. Cultural, Political Educational and Economic aspe 
cts not only of Indian National Congress as a political 
party but also of the entire National Movement of India 
IV.

VI. Nature of Literature 

The literature available on the Indian National Congress m 
particular and on India’s struggle for Freedom in general is m the 
form of Piesidential Addresses of the Congress Presidents Reports 
of General Secretaries Welcome Addresses of Chairmen, Reception 
Committees of the Annual Congress Sessions Resolutions Circulars, 
Official Publications of the Congress itself, Learned Treatises, Books 
Part of Books, Reports and Comments on Political Missions, Signed 
Articles, etc The mateuat included in this study is mamly in 
English language To illustrate, I give below examples of each 
type of entry — 

(») Presidential Addresses 

The Presidential Addresses included m the study are of sixty 
three Congress Sessions that met between December, 1885 and 
January, 1958 They are arranged chronologically The Addresses 
from 1885 to 1939, are available m the Reports of the Annual 
Sessions of the Indian National Congress They are also available in 
the form of books published m two series by Messrs G A Natesan 
and Co , of Madras in 1934 and 1937 

From 1940 onwards the INC stopped publishing the Annual 
Reports separately The proceedings of the Annual Sessions were 
included in the Congress Bulletin Hence from 1940 to date the 
Presidential Addresses are available in pamphlet form 

The Presidential Addresses of the Delhi (1932) and Calcutta 
(1933) Sessions arc not a\aihble But some account of these 
Sessions is given in Dr B Pattabhi Sitaramayya’s History of the 
Indian National Congress, Vol I (1SS5 1935) p 550 557
